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VIETNAM TEACH-IN 


On Wednesday, March 20, at 7:30pm 
there will be a teach-in on Vietnan, 
The teach-in will be moderated by 
Mr, Hench and Mr. Delguidice, and 
will feature Mr. Don Luce, who re- 
cently returned after nine years 
with the International Voluntary 
Service program in Vietnam. As dir- 
ector, Mr, Luce led the activities 
of 160 volunteers working in agri- 
culture, education, youth affairs, 
refugee work and village develop- 
ment, 

Mr. Luce has traveled widely in 
Vietnam and is will known and highe- 
ly respected by many Vietnamese, 
Because he has been able to commun-° 
icate directly with Vietnamese 
people at every level of society for 
many years, he has a deep under- 
standing of the country and of the 
problems which both Vietnamese and 
Americans face there. 

It is this understanding which 
led him and three senior members of 
his staff to resign from their posts 
after a long and agonizing reapprai- 
sal. of their responsibilities to 
the Vietnamese and American people, 
They resigned with a plea to Pres- 
ident Johnson to consider the sev- 
ere suffering of the Vietnamese 
people and to understand the grow- 
ing Vietnamese resentment of this 
war, 

Mr. Luce, who once supported fully 
the American involvement in Vietnam, 
has seen more and more Vietnamese 
people in the last two years. turn- 
ing against their government and 
the Americans who support it. He 
is taking every opportunity to speak 
with the American people and govern- 
ment officals in order to..communie 
cate the seriousness and gignifi- 
cance of this trend and the reasons
